Mr. Vest, Democrat of Miesoari, 


member of the committee on finance 
presented a resolution requesting the 
secretary of the treasury for informa 
tion aa to whether orders had been aeo 
to customs oiliuers relating to the tarif 
bill now pending before the finance 
committee, and also information as to 
the authority lor such orders. 


On objection by Morrili, Republican 


of Vermont, the chairman of the finance 
committee sent the resolution over till 
tomorrow. The Cuban question came 
up when Mr. Morgan called up his reso- 
lution which reads BB follows : 


Riaolved, By the senate and honae of 


representatives, tbat a condition ol pub- 
lic war exists between the government 
of Spain and 
the government pro- 


claimed' and for Borne time maintained 
by force of arms by the people of Cuba, 
and the United Statea of America shall 
maintain a strict neutrality in the con. 
tending powers, according to each all 
the rights of belligerents in the ports 


» -and territory of the United States. 


Mr. Morgan was recognized in sup. 


port of -the resolution, speaking in his 
usual calm and dispassionate style. He 
eaid a movement which in any way em" 
braced tbe contingency of war was of 
•such a solemn nature that it should be 
ifree from excitement. If the United 
States government had1 taken proper 
care of its citizens in Cuba, great IOBS of 
life and property would have been 
avoided. This resolution was designed 
to place the United States in a position 
to protect its citizens. 


"But," he added, "I am almost hope- 


less, after the policy of the past months, 
that any administration will get its 
courage np to the point of seeding our 
ships to Havana and demanding justice 
and liberty for our people," 


Mr. Morgan referred to the death of- 


Dr. Ruiz and commented on the re. 
ported purpose of the administration to 
send a lawyer to Havana to investi- 
gate. 
"Instead of hunting oat & lawyer to go 


down to Havana" declared tnT'Senator, 
"our authorities would dp well to send a 
ehip of ijar to Havana with a commis- 
sioner on board and say to Spain,- 'If 
that man has been murdered, you must 
punish tbe guilty ones on the spot and 
make immediate indemnity.' " 


Here Mr. Hale came in with a series 


of questions, and there was a rapid ex- 
change with Mr. Morgan. 


"Do I understand," queried Mr. Hale, 
"that the senator objects to sending to 
•Cuba au agent — 'he helawyer"or not — to 
establish/the facts?" 


"As an American," responded Mr. 


Morgan, "I would regret to see a lawyer 
RO there, but if I were a British subject 
I would expect to see a ship of war as 
well aa a lawyer go there." 


In the course of his speech Mr. Mor- 


gan referred to Spanish prisons being 
.stuffed with American prisoners. This 
brought on another eharo'exchangewith 
Mr, Hale. 
"What evidence baa the senator," 


asked Mr. Halo, "that the prisons of 
Cuba are filled with American citizens? 
I do not believe that assertion." 


"I will answer,1' responded Mr. Mor- 


gan, "by asking a question. I would 
like to know on what authority the sen- 
ator from Maine predicates his belief 
that my statement is not true. Who 
gave him tbis information?" 


Air, Hale stated that howaa not called 


•upon to prove a negative. It was for 
Mr. Morgan to establish the affirmative 
by records from the state department or 
from any other authentic aonrce. 


"My information ig just the reverae," 


proceeded Mr. Hale. "It is to the effect 
that within the last ais months, particu- 
larly within the last nix weeks, when 
the authorities have intervened for tbe 
release of a citizen, it baa been re- 
sponded to in & friendly tone, and in 
nearly every case their release has oc- 
curred." 


Mr. Morgan said the Maine senator 


had not answered the question aa to his 
authority, adding: "lint I know who it 
is. The world knows who it is. The 
senator cannot conceal tbe fact that be 
is in commnnication with tbe Spanish 
.authorities." 


Mr. Hale was at once on his feet, 


speaking with great earnestness, but 
ires from agitation. 


'*Not one single item of thia informa- 


tion has come from the Spanish authori- 
ties," he declared. On tbe contrary he 
had talked with many people coming 
from Cuba; he had received letters, all 
from American citizens, with American 
nainea and residences, find in time he 
might present this American testimony 
to the senate. 


At this point, 2 o'clock, the morning 


hour intervened to cat off the debate 
.and give the right of way to the bank- 
ruptcy bill. 


Mr. Morgan wanted to go on, but 


when the friends of the bankruptcy biH 
insisted, Mr. Morgan eaid he would 
more to proceed whh tue Cuban resolu- 
tions and tbua displace the bankruptcy 
bill. This threatened a teat vote. It waa 
finally arranged, however, that Mr. 
Morgan should proceed tomorrow. 


Mr. Hale instated, however, that tbe 


Cuban resolution should be displaced 
nml go to the end of the calendar, 
though he made no objection to Mr. 
Morgan's speaking tomorrow. 


"Then I give notice," concluded Mr. 


Morgan, "that when I get the floor I 
will move to proceed to a conclusion 
with thia Cuban resolution. I desire 
action and a vote, and we ought to act 
or else drop tbe subject and let Mr. Mc- 
Kinley deal with it," 


Tbis concluded the two lively hours 


given to Cuba and the bankruptcy bill 
WAS taken up. 


Mr. Stewart of Nevada took the rloor 


to speak on tbe bill. When he had 
been speaking for a quarter of an hour, 
there were very few senators on the 
floor, and he remarked that if no one 
was interested in the bill tho senate 
might as well adjourn, whereupon Mr. 
Nelson made the point of no quorum 
and a quorum was found on a roll call. 


Continuing, Mr. Stewart a poke of the

Under tho proposed arrangement Mr. 


Foster will be aent to Turkey when the 
resignation of Mr. Terrell is accepted, to 
serve there as envoy extraordinary, 
with rank ol ambassador, until his work 
has been performed, and then give place 
to the minister who will be appointed as 
Mr. Terrell's successor.

Several questions^re at issue between 


the United State's and Turkey as a result 
of tbe Armenian troubles, the satisfac- 
tory adjustment of which the Sultan has 
refuaed or postponed Irnm time to time, 
and which the administration desires to 
aettle. Claims amounting to $150,000 
have been presented by Minister Terrell 
on account of the damages done to the 
Euphrates college at Harpqot, whictt ia 
the property of the American board of 
foreign missionh, to "the Maraah Theo- 
logical seminary and the'residence* of au 
American missionary at Haaquey, a su- 
burb of Constantinople. Remonttrancea 
have been made on account of 'the treat- 
ment of Rav.y. P. Napp, an American 
missionary, who was stationed at-B'itlis 
aud was expelled from the Turkish em- 
pire on a charge of inciting Armenians 
to rebellion. 


The Sultan has refused to recognize 


Meaars. Berpbdlz and Hunter, who two 
yeare ago were sent by the United 
States as consuls to Er«eroum and liar- 
poot. They reached their posts after 
some trouble, but being unable to se- 
cure recognition or perform their duties 
aa consuls they withdrew, and a few 
months afterward occurred the diaturb- 
ance at Harpoot, in which the American 
college was looted and property worth 
$100,003 destroyed.

Information which haa recently conn 


to me from the governors of Arkansas 
Mississippi and Louisiana, and from 
prominent citizens of these statea am 
Tennessee, warrants the conclusion that 
widespread distress, involving the de- 
struction of a large amount of property 
and loss 'of human lifo, has reenlted 
from the tlooda which have been F 
merging that section of the country. 
These are stated on reliable authority to 
be tho most destructive floods that have 
ever devastated the Mississippi valley, 
tlie water being rrtnch higher than the 
stage 
it baa reached before. From 


Marion, Ark., north of Memphis, to 
Greenville, Miss., a distance of more 
than 250 miles, it ia reported there are 
now at least fifty towns and villages un- 
der water and a territory extending 
from 100 miles north of Memphis to 200 
miles south, and from five to forty milea 
wide, ia fin b merged, and hundreds of 
thousand of acres of cultivated soil with 
growing crops are included in tho sub- 
merged territory. In this aection alone 
there are from 50,000 to 00,000 people, 
whose property haa been destroyed and' 
whose business haa been suspended. 
Growing crona have been ruined, thous- 
ands of cattle have been drowned and 
the inhabitants of certain areas threat- 
ened with starvation. 


As a great majority of the sufferers 


are small farmers, they have thus been 
left entirely destitute and will be. un- 
prepared for work even after the tlooda 
have, subsided.

Under such circumstances tbe citizens 


of theae atates look for tho co-operation 
and support of the national government 
in relieving the .pressing ca^ea of desti- 
tution for food, clothing and shelter 
which are beyond the reach of local ef- 
forts. The authorities who have com- 
iniiriicated with tbe executive recognize 
tbat their first and uioat energetic duty 
ia to provide aa far as possible tho 
means for caring for their own citizens, 
but nearly all of them agree in the 
ipinion that after their resources have 
been exhauated a sum aggregating at 
least $150,000 and possibly $200,000 will 
be required for immediate use. . 


Precedents are not wanting that in 


such emergencies aa this congress ,has 
taken prompt, generous and intelligent 
action, involvingthe expenditureof con- 
siderable sums of money with satis- 
factory results. Iu 1S74, $700,000 was 
appropriated, and in 1882, $350,000 waa 
aleo appropriated for relief in the aame 
direction, besides-large sums in other 
years.

The citizens' relief committee of Mem- 


phis, which haa taken prominent action, 
has already cared for from GOOO to 7000 
refugees from the flooded districts and 
they are still arriving in that city in 
large numbers daily. 
Supplies and 


provisions have been sent to the various 
points in Arkansas aud Mississippi by 
this committee, but the moat tbat can 
be. done by theae efforta is to partly re- 
lieve the uioat acute cases of uufiuring. 
No action has yet been taken for the 
great majority of tbe inhabitants living 
in the* interior whose condition haa 
already been described. 


Under this condition, and having ex- 


erted themselves to the fullest extent, 
the local authorities have reluctantly 
confessed their inability to further cope 
with this distressing situation unaided 
by relief from the government. 


It has, therefore, seemed to me that 


the representatives^! the people should 
ba promptly informed of tbo nature and 
extent of the suffering and needa of 
these stricken people, and I have com* 
muuicated these factfe in the hope and 
balief that tbo legislative branch of the 
government will promptly reinforce the 
work of the local authorities in the 
states uamad.

The prisoners confessed their crimes 


last evening in toe presance ol Deputy 
District Attorney Georee W. Jonoa, 
Sheriff Jay Scott and Deputies Peck 
and Tiinmios. 
The round-up of the ambitioua young 


brigands was effected through the cap- 
ture of Kd Uulbert and Uhoster Bar- 
tholomew yesterday afternoon, shortly 
after they had held up two Japanese 
near the big winery about two and a 
hall miles" southeast of the city. They. 
were caught by a vineyardiat named O. 
H Hays, who livea in tbe vicinity of 
whore the robbery took place. He pur- 
sued tbem for a considerable distance, 
and brouaht Hulbert to a atop only 
after Brink live shota at him with a 
pistol and Bending a bnllet through his 
arm just below the elbow. 


Hnlbert and Bartholomew bad fo_l- 


lowed the two Japanese out from this 
city and robbed them about half a mile 
west of the winery. Upon their refusal 
to turn o«r what they bad Hulbert 
•whipped oat a pistol and covered the 
Japs with it while Bartholomew relieved 
one of them of a watch and chain. The 
victims aay that they were robbed ot 
JTj but the priaonera atoutly deny thia, 
although they admit taking the time 
piece.

The robbers immediately fled m an 


easterly direction and aci-osa the rail- 
road track. Henderaou and McKelly 
armed themsplvea with pistols and pur- 
aned them, but the fugitives were more 
li«ct ol foot and easily kept at a aafe 
distance.

A Pioneer Dead. 


Thomas Wagner' died on Wednesday 


at the home of his brother near Kings- 
ton. Tbe deceased was 75 yeara of age 
and n native of Virginia.

He 
spoke incoherently, and first told tbe 
newspaperman somewhat impatiently to 
sea bis attorneys, who are N. O, Cold- 
well and G. G. Gouchor. He then went 
on at random, saying tbat be bad been 
"railroaded" to jail and that he would 
get even with hia enemies sometime. 
He predicted that he would eoon have 
eome of them behind the bars. 


The prisoner said he didn't feel a hit 


uneasy, as he would he able to get a par- 
don from Governor Budd as soon as he 
conld reach him.

Rupert's behalf, but returned yesterday 
morning wltliont having seen the execu- 
tive, who is taking & rest at Stockton 
after the arduous labors attendant upon 
the session of tbe legislature. EfforU to 
gain the clemency of the governor will 
be continued. 


Rupert said that he had many friends 


and that they were "some of the beat 
people in the city." They will all work 
zealously for his freedom, he stated.

A QUESTION OK IMPORTANT TO 


They Want the Fie Classed aa a 


Berry—Growers Also In- 


terested.' 


From Saturday's Dailf. 


Tbe REFom.rcAN mentioned a few days 


aj;o the seizure by internal revenue offi- 
cers of a quantity of brandy manufac- 
tured from fijja by the A. F. Tenney 
Compauy. It wag claimed by the offi- 
cials tbat as the law did nob specify fige 
aa one of thu fruits from which brandy 
may be made, tbe company had violated 
the law. The company, it Was stated at 
the time, would endeavor to prove that 
thefigifl a berry, from which the law 
allows brandy to ba made. The ques- 
tion is of conuiderable importance to fi^ 
growers aa well aa to distillers and the 
following, from 
the 
San 
Francipna 


Chronicle, will be read with interest by 
.them: 


The fruit growers, caunera and pre- 


servers of this state are just now Tory 
much interested iu proving that the fig 
ia a berry. Upon the establishment of 
that proposition depends an industry 
which they think from experiments al- 
ready made will add a considerable per- 
centage to the profitableness of fig cul- 
ture, and in eome years save the crop 
from almost total loss. 


The commissioner of internal revenue 


is the fioal arbiter who 19 lo determine 
this qunstioo, nnlegs congress is appealed 
to as a more potent authority. 


What makes the question df whether 


the fig ia a berry or not an important 
one just now is the fact tbat it haa been 
found that a very remarkable quality 
of brandy in Rood quantity can be made 
from figs. But thu regulations of thp 
internal revenue department provide 
that the only materials from whic-h 
fruit brandies can be made are apples, 
peacliee, crapes, pineapples, oranees, 
apricots, berries and prunes. It is clear 
that the fie is not any one of these ua- 
less it is a barry. 


The Freano fig growers have taken np 


the nubject and have retained John Ii. 
Youngberg, an internal revenue broker,' 
to present the matter to the department 
and secure, if possible, a rulinz permit- 
ting tbe distillation of brandy from figa 
under the clause permitting the use of 
berries. If this is secured, it ie said it 


_.l add practically a new industry to 


California. In some years the flg crop 
ie almost 8 toial failure in California ba- 


te of tbe imperfect ripening of the 


trait. But a large part of their value 
could be saved if they were permitted to 
be used in making brandy.

THE SE\V LAW AN IMPROVEMENT 


ON THE OLD. 


Some Changes in the Eight Direc- 


tion— Re,fnn{liug of Indebted- 


uess Simplified. 


Senator A. J. Pedlar was questioned 


yesterday concerning tbe county govern 
ment bill which the governor signed last 
Thursday. The salaries of Fresno county 
illicials under the new bill have already 
)een published iu tbe REPUBLICAN. The 
only changed made since then are the 
zeducticn of the salary of'the under 
eheriC from $1800 to $1500 per annum 
and provisions for another deputy for 
;he surveyor and one for the tax collec- 
;or at $75 a month each. Tbe provisions 
^ertaininc to salaries do not go into 
effect until 1899. 


Mr. Pedlar expressed tbe opinioifthat 


;he new law is the beat that has ever 
been passed. The bill waa introduced 
rxactly as ii wont to tbe governor's 
lands in 1895, bnt a number of.chanpra 
were made. On the whole, however, it 
e substantially the same, and the Sena- 
;or considers it a very good measure. 


Among tbe amendments of interest to 


•Yeano county is one providing tbat the 
heriff shall have the naming of the 
overseer of the chaining nhould the 
npervisors decide such an official to be 
necessary. 


An important change and one tbat is 


a step toward better business metbcds 
and'will promote economy, is that the 
new law requires the board of super- 
~ieors to advertise separately for pla^a 


id specifications and for bids for the 
onetrnction of bridges, bnildinpa, etc. 
Iitherto, in bridge work, the 
con- 


traction has been awarded to thoeo 
whose plans and specifications were 
d opted. 
The new law aleo provides for the 


efunding ot counly indebtedness in a 
more businesslike manner. The r.aw 


roviaiona are plainer and they greatly 
implify tbe mode of procedure. 
In tbe new act provision is also made 


or a license collector, the tax collector 
wing ex officio license coljuctor in conn-1 
ies of thia class. There are n numhor 
f other amendments that are <lfceuic.il 
mprovementa upon the old law, but the 
enator could not recall them at the 


moment.
